Benton Harbor. 
The ordinance, which 
is illegal and not bindltiir, was paired 
in May 18i).'i, and was approved by 
Mayor Pluminer May 22 of that year. 
The ordinance was passed by the votes 
of the following aldeimen: 
Barnes, 
Cole, Dean, Jones and Merrill.

men Austin and George voted against 
it. 


Following is the ordinance as it ap- 
pears on the record

••Whereas, 
The St Joseph tS: Ben- 
ton 
Harbor street railway company 
claim damages against the city of Ben- 
ton Harbor because of the removal of 
its track and obstruction of its business 
on Pip stone sireel, and other alleged 
grievances, and wnereas It is desirable 
to adjust and settle such dilTerences 
without litigation, now 


''Therefore, in consideration of the 
release and discharge of said city from 
all claims by reason of interferring wiih 
its tracks and the exercise of its fi*an- 
chi.se, which release is to be obtained 
from said railway company by the Ben- 
uon Harbor «S: St. .Josepli electric light 
company as a consideration 
for the 
privlliges hereby granted to them. 


Be it ordained by the city of Ben-

A correspondent of The County Oen- 


tlenain ha^ this to say about the mak­ 
ing of a kind of butter that will keep a 
long time without deteriorating in fla- 
.VOf. 


Now I want to give the methods of 
Bcme dairies that arc to-day and have 
been for more than twenty-flve years, 
year alter year, making and selling fov* 
prices fiom five cents to ten cents above 
highest quotations. 


First of all, they have good, healthy 
cows that have pure food, pure water 
arid pure air. They are run in pastures 
that are kept as free as possible from 
I weeds. Their stables are light, roomy 
I an d well ventilated. The cows are nev­ 
er worried with either men or dogs. 
T hey are fed, milked and handled In all 
ways with the strictest regularity as 
to hours and by the same persons, es­ 
pecially as to being milked. The milk 
is never allowed to stand in stable—or 
a n y other place where there might be 
objectionable odors—until it cools to 
the temperature of the stable. 
The 
milk Is strained through wire and clpth 
strainers into the pans or creamery or 
separator, whichever method of cream­ 
ing is used. 


Most of those who have successfully 
made this kind of keeping butter use 
the gravity process of creaming. 
Still 
the method of creaming matters 
but 
little, provided you get the right qual­ 
ity of cream and can ripen it to per­ 
fection. 
They skim their milk just 
as soon as the milk shows the least 
acidity. The cream is churned in about 
Xorty-elght hours after being 
taken 
from tho milk. 
As regards tempera­ 
ture, as much as 
possible tiie 
milk 
from the gravity prcciss is kept at from 
iixty to seventy degrees. 
So also is 
tho cream after being taben from the 
milk. 
Generally speaking, the cream 
from the milk handled in this way is 
what would be called forty to forty-five 
per cent, cream—that is, two and one- 
quarter to two and one-half pounds of 
this cream will make a pound of finish­ 
ed butter. Cream of this quality would 
necessarily 
be quite free from other 
matter than butter fat as compared 
with cream of which it takes four to 
four and one-half pounds for a pound 
of butter. 


The cream Is churned at a tempera­ 
ture ranging from fifty-eight to sixty- 
two degrees, as the temperature of tho 
air may be at time and place of i hurn- 
ing. When the cream begins to show a 
general form in the churn, especially 
with the heaviest per cent, of cream, 
some well w'ater of about sixty degrees 
temperature is put into the churn. As 
soon as the butter globules form into 
size lilje small shot or grains of wheat 
the buttermilk Is run off and the but­ 
ter Is washed with water at not far 
from sixty degrees temuiirature. 
Af­ 
ter washing and draining as dry as pos­ 
sible the 
butter is taken 
from 
tho 
churn, weighed and put on butter wor­ 
ker ready to be salted. 
Tho quantity 
of salt runs from one to one and one- 
quarter ounces per pound of butter, as 
customers may desire. 
When the salt 
is thoroughly worked into the butter, 
it is rolled into large lumps and after 
being well covered with a linen cloth 
dampened so as to exclude the air as 
much as possible, it is left for four or 
five hours, w'hen it receives another 
slight working and is packed or stamp­ 
ed into pound print«. 


So much for the method of making. 
Now as to packing, when wanted iii 
large packages, the best package I have 
ever yet used is a Jlrst cla.ss swell made 
white oak package. 
These should be 
well soaked in brine for several days 
before being u.sed. 
The butter is put 
into these packages in quantities that 
will make a layer not far from two 
inches in thickness. 
When this layer 
is firmly pressed down in the package, 
a sprinkling of salt Is put on the but­ 
ter and another layer of butter put on 
until the package Is full. When filled, 
a piece of muslin is placed over tho 
butter and a layer of salt on top of 
the muslin. The salt Is dampened and 
well placed against sides of package. 
Sometimes the salt will need moisten­ 
ing a second time. A smooth stone or 
piece of plank Is laid over the package 
and it is left in this shape until it is 
shipped. 
When a package is opened 
for use, a muslin sack the size of the 
package should be made that will hold 
salt to the quantity of one-half inch, 
thickness. 
This can be put on top of 
the butter and kept until the butter is 
ill I used out. 


To get the butter from the package In 
good shape a V shaped piece may first 
be taken from a layer, and then you can 
cut out any shape or size you like. 
Great care must be taken at all timeai 
W'hen butter is taken from a package 
to see that the bag of salt is put back 
in good shape, and you are safe against 
having tainted butter.

AN ORDINANCE. 


An ordinance to amend sections 1 
and 2 of an ordinance entitled ‘*An or* 
dinance providing for i^e appointment 
and removal of certain oilicers and 
employes,” passed and approved by the 
city council on the 7th day of Mav, 
lS‘j(i. 


The city of Benton Harbor ordains: 
Section 1. 
The following iiHicers and 
employes shall be apfHMnted by the 
mayor, by and with the consent of the 
council, namely: 
Such 
numbers 
of 
policemen as they may think necessary 
for the good government of the city, a 
pc^r master, city teamster, health oftl- 
cer, bridge tender, harbor master, two 
lire vvardens, two building inspectors, 
two special assessors: and the board of 
public works shall appoint, by and with 
the consent and approval of the coun­ 
cil, an engineer of the city water 
works and an assistant engineer of the 
city water works. 


Sec 2. 
The officers and employes 
named In section 1 of this ordinance 
shall hold their offices or po&itions from 
the time of their appointment until the 
ilrst Monday in May in each year next 
thereafter and until their succeasors 
are duly appointed and qualißed, un 
less sooner removed from office 
as 
herein provided. 
Any officer or em 
ployee named in section 1 may be 
removed by the mayor in the manner 
provided in section 3, chapter VII., of 
act No. 215, of the public acts of the 
state of Michigan for 1895. 


Sec. 3. This ordinance shall take 
eifect upon and after the date of Its 
passage 
and approval by the 
city 
council.
